— 26. (NEW) A method ofmanufacturing a liquid crystal display device for use with 
a light source, comprising: 

providing a first substrate; 
^ providing a second substrate having first and second surfaces, wherein the first 

surface is disposed against the first substrate; 

coating a non-transparent film on a periphery of the second surface of the second 
substrate to substantially block light emitted fi-om the light source; and 

disposing a sheet material between the light source and the second substrate, wherein 
the non-transparent film does not overlap at least a portion of one edge of the sheet material.-
